Wireless Tells Shore Is Near. 

The wireless man heard assurances 
they were close ashore and chopped 
his way out of his den with the news. 

The car ferry was driven before the 
hurricane, eighteen miles in less than 
half an hour. The men, blind from 
the blizzard and the cold, clung on in 
the darkness. At 7:30 a. m. the ferry 
smashed onto a bar. The sky was 
just commencing to lighten, but in 
the darkness and the storm the men 
knew not where they were. A second 
crash, a moment later, seemed to tear 
the vessel to pieces. She keeled over 
to one side. The half frozen, exhausted 
crew climbed to the upper rail and 
hung on. Over the side th y saw the 
south breakwater of ithe Frankfort 
channel. On shore the fife guards and 
the residents of the town were rushing 
to the rescue. The vessel shifted, 
rolled again, and swung inside the 
channel itself—and as it rolled over 
the thirty-two men crawled over the 
rail, onto the side of the ship, and 
sliding down it, dropped onto the wide 
breakwater. 

Thirty minutes before they had 
abandoned hope and knew the ship 
would sink within half an hour. Then 
they slid down into the waiting arms 
of friends and neighbors, and, hastily 
wrapped in warm blankets, were car- 
ried across to the village sheltered 
under the great hill, to warmth and 
food. 

And Capt. Frederickson filled his 
pipe again and inquired if breakfast 


was ready.

Cutt OF MEXICO 


BY SELBY MAXWELL. 


This map, compiled from weather 
reports from thirty-six cities in the 
United States and Canada, over the 
period from Sept. 25, 1922, to the pres- 
ent, shows where the temperature is 
rising, and where it is falling. as this 
week opens, and gives an indication of 
what sort of weather to expect in each 
of the parts shown during the week. 
|Last week saw a large rise in tem- 
perature in the northwest, which will 
be followed this week by a reverse 


though probably lesser stelling of the 
mercury. . 

The lines on the map show average 
temperature changes. To find the aver- 
age highest and lowest temperature 
for any spot, multiply the change by 
three, and add this to the local fluctua- 
tion of the place. 

The map also shows the two great 
wind movements which sweep over the 
middie west, the wet drift from the 
Gulf of. Mexico, and the dry drift that

AIR RIVER FROM 
WEST GIVING DRY 


WINTER TO GITY 


BY SELBY MAXWELL.” 


Two mighty rivers.of air are flow- 
ing across the country. One is made 
of cold, dry air, while the other is 
moist and is a water carrier. The 
two streams meet near Chicago and 
greatly influence the humidity here. 
These currents are a part of a great 
planetary whirl. Winds circle the 
globe continually, but because our 
eyes are nixed on local storms, we do 
not readily notice them. The atmos- 
phere in these two acrial rivers eddy 
from side to side as each clear and 
cloudy sky passes by.. 

The greater of the currents is now 
pouring down from the region of high 
barometric pressure over the Rocky 
mountains. At Cheyenne, Wyo., it is 
flowing fastest, with an over-all veloc- 
ity of seven miles per hour. From 
here it sets east, and then northeast, 
and crosses the Great Lakes near Mil- 
waukee and Port Huron. Chicago is 
on its southern edge. The air here is 
moving bodily north and eastward 
with a velocity of about two miles per 
hour. 

The lesser of the rivers has a mon- 
goon, or seasonal character. All au- 
tumn long it fows south from Kansas 
and Missouri, out over the Gulf of 
Mexico. But near the first of every 
December, it turns, and comes flowing 
back. 

It does not exactly follow its old 
track as it enters the country, but 
bends first toward the west, so that it 
crosses the Texas coast near Galves- 
ton, then north over Oklahoma, and 
finally northeast. across Kansas and 
lowa until it joins the northern air 
stream in southern Michigan. 

The greater stream in coming down 
the mountains, is parched by compres- 
sion, so that when it blows hardest, the 
air ie driest. This is the cause of the 


aridity of our western states, On the 
other hand, the gulf wind is wet, and 
carries an abundance of water. 

The gulf wind is now blowing strong: 
ly, and its water is passing over ILIli- 


nois, Indiana, and parts of Ohio. The 
mountain wind has been unusually 
strong this season and so has kept the 
winter dry, but when it slackens, as 
it should before long, hard rains will

GIFTS TO PUBLIC 
INSTITUTIONS. 


Carl B. Roden, Mbrarian of the Chicago public 
library, calls our attention to the tremendous gift 
_ ef John D. Rockefeller Jr.. Payne Whitney, and 

Edward 8. Harkness to the New York public 

library. The sum is $6,000,000. 

Mr. Roden says the only gifts the Chicago public 
library has received in its half century were one 
residuary legacy in the will of the late Hiram 
Kelly, an old Board of Trade man, which netted 

- $226,000, and two or three gifts for special book 
purchases, ranging from $10,000 to $500.

It is no answer to say 
that since the public will not provide everything 
they need or could well use, the public should 
suffer from its own want of public spirit and go 
without. That argument would apply to the 
founding of private institutions as well. If an 
institution serves the public good, why should pri- 
vate generosity be relied upon to endow it? Why 
should we ‘not wait until the community is ready 
to tax itself for its creation and upkeep? 
Fortunately donors do not reason that way, and 
they ought not to adopt this reasoning in consider- 
ing institutions like the Chicago public library or

THE DEFEAT OF SHINN 
SUBSIDY. 


The ship subsidy bill has been sidetracked and 
virtually defeated in the United States senate. 
Responsibility rests with the filibusters. They 
have put their judgment against the judgment of 
a probable majority, and through the technicalities 
of parliamentary law have prevented the measure 
from coming to a vote on its merits. 

One immediate lesson emerges from the situation. 
Opponents of the measure have defended this tech- 
nical method of defeating the bill on the ground 
that if it had been allowed to come to a vote and 
been passed, its passage would have been due to 
the support of “lame duck” senators, some of 
whom were defeated at the last election in part 
at least because they favored the subsidy. The 
reasoning is that the mandate of that election was 
against the bill. 

If that be true, it offers a substantial argument 
in favor of the recent proposal to require the con- 
vening of congress at an early date after its elec- 
tion, to avoid the legislative activities of members 
who have been defeated at the polis. If it is not | 
true, it offers a substantial argument against the | 
rules which make such filibusters possible. In the 
interest of popular government probably both evils 
should be eliminated. 

Certainly this is no proper way to dispose of 
such an important piece of legislation as #he ship 
subsidy bill. It ought to be decided on its merits, 
not through technicalities of parliamentary law 
imposed by a minority upon a majority.

THE INCREASING WEIGHT OF TAXATION. 
{The Breeder's Gazette.] 

A recognized authority on the subject said a few 
days ago that if taxes increase for another seventeen’ 
years at the rate at which they have increased since! 
the war ended, each citizen in the United States will 
pay the tax collector fifty cents out of every $1 of 
income. In forty-six years, he declared, taxes would 
absorb the entire net earnings of all individuals, firms 


and corporations. Taxes in forty-one states in 1919 
were 82 per cent higher than those in 1912. In 1920 
‘they increased 21 per cent over the preceding year, 
and in 1921 a 12 per cent increase was shown. In| 
1917 our taxes amounted to $5.97 per $100 of income: in| 
1921 this amount has risen to $14.32 out of every $100. | 

Taxation is a heavy and increasing burden upen| 
everybody, for everybody, directly or indirectly, pays’ 
taxes. It is consuming wealth that is vitally needed | 
for business expansion and development. Federal, 


state and local taxation has mounted up to a stag- | 
gering grand total that should arouse not only wide- | 


spread apprehension and protestation but alarm.

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SYPHILIS AND MARRIAGE. 
physicians lay down a certain 
standard amount of treatment 
and a certain standard period of 
time of observation for syphilitics 
who would marry without Infecting their 
families. Such a standard was set by 
the old French authority, Fournier, and 
our present day physicians have not 
changed it materially. They seem afraid 
to get away from the old French stand- 
ard, in spite of the better modern meth- 
ods of treatment, just as engineers are 
afraid to build lighter bridges because 
of the ynassive types established by the 
Romans and perpetuated by Eads. 

But what has actually been going on 
in syphilitics is a practice which radical- 
ly dfsregards the old Fournier standards. 
The prevailing practice is as much be- 
low the standards of safety as the Four 
nier statement is above it. If we could 
get a compromise somewhere between 
these two levels, we would stand some 
show of having that standard lived up to.

Dr. H. C. Solomon has recently fur- 
nished proof that syphilitics in practice 
do not, as a rule, take enough treat- 
ment before they marry. He studied 
the families of 555 late syphilitics. These 
Syphilitics were in the Massachusetts 
Psychiatric institute being treated for 
paresis, locomotor ataxia, and other 
forms of syphilis of the brain and epinal 
cord. Dr. Solomon had investigators go 
to the homes from which these patients 
came and examine every member of the 
families when possible, and as many a*% 
possible in every family, by Wasser- 
manns and In other ways for evidence of 
syphilis. These are some of the conclu- 
sions of this far’reaching and valuable 
investigation : 

The families of the

age. 

At least one-fifth of the families have 
one or more S8yphilitic members in addi- 
tion to the patient in the institute. Be- 
tween one-third and one-fourth have 
never given birth to a living chlid.

More than one-third of the families 
had had accidents to pregnancy, such as 
abortions and miscarriages, 

The birth rate of the syphilitic fam- 
ilies is 2.05 per family, as compared 
with 3.8 in the average New England 
family. 

Two-thirds of the families are either 
sterile or have had pregnancy accidents 
of have syphilitic children, or several 
of those combined. 

About one-fifth of the members ex- 
amined gave positive Wassermanns. 

Between one-third andone-fourth of 
the spouses examined gave positive Was- 
sermanns.

CONSTIPATION REMEDY. 

W. C. writes: “I notice in your 
column many inquiries for constipation 
remedies. May I give the following, 
which has been in use for three years 
with uniform success? : m 

“ Soak one pound of prunes over night. 
In the morning tie one ounce of senna 
leaves in a muslin bag and cook with 
the prunes. Keep the senna bag with the 
prunes till they are eaten. There is no 
disagreeable taste to the senna whether 
cooked in the sugar or not. The sugar 
is optional. It has not been used in this 
case. The number of prunes can vary 
according to the need. Five is perhaps 
well to begin with. Prunes so prepared 
have been eaten as dessert at the eve- 
ning meal, but can probably just as well 
be taken at some other meal.”

BUENOS AIRES, Fet. 25.—The re- 
fusal of Mexico, Bolivia and Peru to 
attend the Pan-American conference at 
Santiago, and Brazil's refusal to dis- 
cugs disarmament with Argentina and 
Chile, dooms the conference to failure 
before it opens, as far as any pftacticai 
results are concerned, according to offi- 
cial quarters in Argentina. Pan 
Americanism has never got beyond be- 
ing a hollow name in South America, 
but several of the republics would have 
welcomed a conference just now under 
that or any other name that would 
have offered an opportunity to discuss 
the two major problems threatening 
the peace of the continent. 

These problems are Tacna Arica and 
the armament race. The absence of 
Peru and Bolivia precludes any practi- 
cal discussion of the former... Brazil 
flatly has refused to discuss its mili- 
tary policy, which gave rise to the 
latter problem. 

Tacna Arica Closed.

“Fight on Minority 
Rule Is Won.”

DUBLIN, Feb. 25.—Ireland, emerg- 
ing from her age-long struggles for in- 
dependence, received a cruel blow 
when a section of her own people chal- 
lenged in arms her first native and 

independent government. 

This revolt, coming at a time when 
the free state faced all the problems 
of building up a new governmental 
machine without police and with a 
young army, was more serious than if 
directed against a long established gov- 
ernment. Nevertheless, it has utterly 
failed in its objective. 

The principle reason for the failure 
is that the revolt was based on the 
amazing doctrine that the minority 
must rule. 


Back of Revolt Broken. 


The Irish administration still holds 
its authority as the first national gov- 
ernment elected by the people them- 
selves to strengthen and guard the 
freedom won by the nati®n. The back 
of the revolt has been broken. It no 
longer has a military objective. Its 
counsels and its leaders are divided, as 
you saw from the recent captured doc- 
uments in which Mary McSwiney dic- 
tates to Eamon de Valera that his 
policy is ruinous if it admits in any 
degree the right of the majority to 
decide the dispute by a national free 
election. 

“It is not right to submit to major- 
ity rule now,” she wrote, “It was 
equally right last July.” ; 

This division of rebel counsels is the 


moral couragé. Many of the rank and 
file of the rebellion have followed their | 


example, while others have quietly 
buried their guns and returned to 
their normal occupations. This will 
continue on an increasing scale, for 
the nation seeks no vengeance. 


“Do Not Fear for Ireland.” 


A dramatic, sudden ending of the 
trouble is not expected, but events are 
moving rapidly toward the finish. 

Looking at Ireland from the outside, 
one might imagine that a normal life 
is non-existent. From its nature the 
press records all abnormal pccurrences 
and ignores the humdrum lives of the 
average industrious Irish citizens. A 
dozen irreguiars in this way might 
mark the country as disturbed, where 
thousands of good citizens might be 
attending to their business and help- 
ing to build up the prosperous and con- 
tented Ireland we all desire.

|Rachmaninoff Proves His 


Greatness Again. 


BY EDWARD MOORE. 

Sergei Rachmaninoff, who has more 
solemnity in his appearance and more 
sane joyousness in his music than al- 
most any pianist of the age, made what 
was announced as his only appearance 
of the season at the Auditorium yes- 
terday afternoon. He is in high esteem 
hereabouts, with a popularity that af- 
fects not only the other pianists but 
the practitioners of other departments 
of music. Among the 3,500 or so in 
the audience yesterday was his famous 
fellow countryman, Feodor Chaliapin. 

He offered two special tests of his 
greatness as a player. One was his 
Chopin performance, which is always 


in a different way from any one else, 
but because he manages to include all 
the virtues of the other interpreters 
and still give it a humanizing touch of 
his own. The other lay in a pair of his 
own pieces, which for one reason or 
another have a much more distinct 
charm when he plays them. It used 
to be considered axiomatic that com. 
posers are the poorest interpreters of 
their own music, but Mr. Rachmaninoff 
is the striking exception to the rule. 
~~? 

Ralph Michaelis did his bit in the 
popularizing of cree ests music by 
playing Cecil Burleigh’s Concerto for 
violin at The Playhouse. This work 
has been played a few times around 
here, but not as many as it deserves. 
It has body and breadth, mjus quite a 
bit of imagination, and Mr. Michaelis, 
an able technician as well as musician, 
played it with every evidence of appre- 
ciation of.its fine qualities. 

~~ 

Ira Hamilton, pianist, played a va- 
ried program at the Studebaker, of 
which the Beethoven Sonata, opus 53, 


became an important item in the first 
part. Mr. Hamilton had evidently put 
thought into his performance, playing 
the work earnestly and with learning. 
It would be interesting to hear him 
again at a time when he had less com- 
petition, for the qualities that made 
his Beethoven playing worth while 
might well come to good effect in the 
works of the moderns.

The Civic orchestra is not only one 
of the most fascinating experiments 
ever tried in the musical life of Chi- 
cago, but it has its own firm musical 
justification. An organization with 
little training may attempt to play a 
Strauss waltz, but the way this cr- 
chestra played “Wine, Woman and 
Song” under the batun of Frederick 
Stock indicated not only training of an 
exacting kind but the talent that could 
make use of the training. Orchestra 
hall was crowded and enthusiastic.

With a chorus, a band, an organ, 
and various other augmentations to 
the usual organization, Nathaniel Fin- 
ston and the Chicago Theater Sym- 
phony orchestra created much enthusi- 
asm at the Chicago theater yesterday 
noon. The program consisted of Wag- 
ner and Tschaikowsky, two composers 
eminently fitted for such an occasion, 
and performed with many brilliant 
effects.

“La Juive,” by Halévy, classifies as 
a French instead of a Russian work, 
but its rendition by the Russian Grand 
Opera company last night turned out 
to be one of the best performances of 
this industrious organization’s season 
thus far. There was a new soprano 
in Nina Gusieva with a voice that 
pealed through the Auditorium with 
thrilling effect. Nicholas Karlash, as 
the cardinal, could have held his own 
even among the distinguished mem- 
bers of the Civic company who pre- 
sented the work in January.

the average kid; I simply wasn’t born 
a fighter. By the time I was 21 years 
old, however, I had the benefit of many 
years of clean life. Now I have a boy

drinks, or even eats incorrectly, he can 
never. become a good fighter. It isn't 
born in him to be a bruiser, but if I 
can make him believe for the next 
seven years that he can be a better 
man, I have given him the best thing 
in the world—a good healthy consti- 
tution.

For instance, a 
badger will ordinarily measure from 27 
to 29 inches in length, with a tail about 
5 inches long. The woodchuck or 
ground hog is slightly smaller, measur- 
ing some 22 to 25 inches, and his tail 
may be 5% to 6% inches long. You 
might take eight’or ten specimens of the 
latter from different localities and find 
them averaging about 23% inches long, 
with tai!s averaging a little better than 
544 inches. So there isn’t such a great 
difference in size.
